Response to Arguments 



1. In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 12 December 2003, 
PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set 
forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must 
exercise one of the following two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action 
is non-final) or a reply under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office 
action is final) ; or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request 
must be accompanied by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new 
amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 1.131 or 1.132) or other 
evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b) (2). 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent , published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the

United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

3. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Golin. 

Re claim 25, Golin discloses (column 1, lines 18-57, 
particularly lines 38-40; and column 7, lines 28-56, 
particularly lines 41-46) an image processing method in which 
blocking artifacts (discontinuities between blocks) indicative 
of image compression (because they are caused by an image 
compression process) are detected and an output is generated 
indicating the presence (or absence, as the case may be) of such 
blocking artifacts indicative of image compression in accordance 
with the result of this detection.
